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Note: the following letter was written by 
Aaron S. Zelrnan, Executive Director of Jews 
for the Preservation of Firearms Ownership.

This is a letter I never wanted to write.

In 1 993 Gun Control: Gateway to 
Tyranny was published and Jay Simkin was the 
co-author. In 1994 Lethal Laws was published 
and both Mr. Simkin and Mr. Rice were 
co-authors. (I was also co-author of both 
books.) Both books were designed to give you 
“intellectual ammunition” to preserve firearms 
ownership. 

The verbal understanding between me 
and Mr. Simkin and Mr. Rice was that all 
proceeds from selling the two books would go 
into the JPFO treasury and thereby help the 
organization disseminate this vital knowledge 
to the world. Since the publication of the 
books, that is exactly how JPFO has collected 
and used the money from the book sales. 

There never was any agreement, written 
or otherwise, to pay anyone a royalty on the 
sales of these books. Even though they have no 
rightful claim. Mr. Simkin and Mr. Rice 
decided to sue JPFO in court to get “profits” 
from the book sales. 

RECENTLY, MR. SIMKIN CALLED A 
STAUNCH SUPPORTER OF JPFO AND 
EMPHATICALLY TOLD HIM THAT HE

COURT SYSTEM TO DESTROY JPFO AND 
THEN TAKE IT OVER.

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ETHNIC CLEANSING, 
AMERICAN STYLE 

—By James Bovard 

The United States is intervening in a civil 
war in Yugoslavia. President Clinton and other 
western leaders have justified the NATO 
bombing by the brutal crackdown that Serbian 
forces conducted on Kosovar rebels and 
civilians. 

However, prior to the onset of NATO 
bombing, the actions of the Serbian forces may 
have been less abusive than were those of the 
U.S. government during our own Civil War. 
Once the NATO bombing began, Serbian 
persecution and NATO bombs provoked a 
massive exodus from Kosovo. In order to put 
the Yugoslavian civil war in perspective, it is 
helpful to recall the brutality of our own federal 
government during the War Between the States. 

The American Civil War did not involve 
ethnic cleansing, per se. But the attitude of 
some of the northern commanders paralleled 
those of the Serbian commanders more than 
many contemporary Americans would like to 
admit. The tens of thousands of southern civil- 
ian casualties during the war were no accident. 

On Sept. 17, 1863 Union General 
William Tecumseh Sherman wrote to General 
Heniy W. Halleck, the general in chief of the 
Union Armies: “The United States has tne 
right, and the power, to penetrate to every part 
of the national domain. We will remove and 
destroy evei^ obstacle— if need be, take every 
life, every acre of land, eveiy particle of 
property, eveiything that to us seems proper.” 
Halleck liked Sherman’s letter so much that he 
passed it on to President Lincoln, who declared 
that it should be published. 

On June 21, 1864, before his bloody 
March to the Sea, Sherman wrote to the secre- 
tary of war: “There is a class of people [in the 
South] men, women, and children, who must be 
killed or banished before you can hope for 
peace and order.” A few months later, Sherman 
informed one of his subordinates, “I am satis- 
fied that the problem of this war consists in the 
awful fact that the present class of men who 
rule the South must be killed outright rather 
than in the conquest of territory... bull-dog 
fighting, and a great deal of it, yet remains to be 


done. Therefore, I shall expect you on any and 
all occasions to make bloody results.” 

On Sept. 27, 1864, Sherman wrote to 
Gen. John Hood, the confederate commander of 
the Army of Tennessee that “1 have deemed it 
.to the interest of the United States that the 
citizens now residing in Atlanta should be 
removed, those who prefer it to go south and 
the rest north.” Sherman’s comments could 
have been a model for the Serbian leaders who 
drove ethnic Albanians out of Kosovo. 

On Oct. 9, 1 864, Sherman wrote to Gen. 
Ulysses S. Grant: “Until we can depopulate 
Georgia, it is useless to occupy it; but the utter 
destruction of its roads, houses, and people will 
cripple their military resources. I can make the 
march, and make Georgia howl.” 

Scourched-earth tactics were also used in 
the Shenandoah valley in 1864-65. On Sept. 
28, 1864, Gen. Phil Sheridan ordered one of his 
commanders to “leave the valley a barren 
waste.” Gen. Grant ordered Union troops to 
“make all the valleys south of the Baltimore 
and Ohio railroad a desert as high as 
possible.. .eat out Virginia clear and clean.. .so 
that crows flying over it for the balance of the 
season will have to carry their provender with 
them.” Union general Wesley Merritt proudly 
reported to Sheridan on Dec. 3, 1864 that “the 
destruction of the valley, and the mountains 
bounding it, was most complete.” 

Many Union officers were horrified at the 
wanton destruction their armies inflicted on the 
South. On March 8, 1865, Gen. Cyrus Bussey 
reported: “There are several thousand families 
within the limits of this command who are 
related to and dependent on the Arkansas 
soldiers in our service. These people have 
nearly all been robbed of everything they had 
by troops of this command, and are now left 
destitute and compelled to leave their homes to 
avoid starvation. In most instances everything 
has been taken and no receipts given, the 
people turned out to starve, and their effects 
loaded into trains and sent to Kansas.” 

The source of the preceding quotes is The 
War of the Rebellion: A Compilation of the 
Official Records of the Union and Confederate 
Armies (128 volumes published by the Govern- 
ment Printing Office). Thomas Bland Keys 
compiled some of the most shocking comments 
in his excellent 1991 book Uncivil War: Union 
Army and Navy Excesses in the Official 
Records , published by the Beauvior Press in 
Biloxi, Miss. 

Some northern leaders claimed to be 
deeply concerned about the well-being of 
slaves liberated by the northern armies. 
However, Union tactics intentionally devastated 
the economies of much of the South — leaving 
people to struggle for years to avert starvation. 
This destruction made the South’s recovery far 
slower that it otherwise would have been — and 


greatly increased the misery of both white and 
black survivors. Similar to the NATO devasta- 
tion faced by Kosovo Albanians who return to 
their land. 

Civil wars routinely show humanity at its 
worst. U.S. government officials have accused 
both sides in the civil war in Kosovo of atroci- 
ties. Unfortunately, American bombs have only 
made a bad situation far worse. No amount of 
Clinton-style righteousness can provide a just 
pretext for the bombing of foreign civilians in 
the name of peace. 

AMMUNITION CONTROL LAW 

In the five years we’ve been publishing 
this newsletter we’ve come across some pretty 
strange stuff. But this... this... is one of the 
strangest. 

An Ammunition Control Law is being 
proposed by a Dr. Norman H. Rubinstein, a 
mental case if we’ve ever seen one. Suffice to 
say it will not work. And now, here’s Dr. 
Rubinstein’s glorious plan to save America 
from the scourge of the Second Amendment: 
PARTI 

1) This bill requires re-registration of all 
guns in the country. 

2) At re-registration of guns in police 
stations all owners would be photographed and 
fingerprinted. 

3) Every registrant would be issued an 
identification card bearing his photograph, 
fingerprint and gun registration number. This 
card would be required to purchase 
ammunition. 

4) At gun registration all guns Vvould be 
fired and the bullet retrieved and sent to the 
FBI for coding and filing. 

5) The registration card would be 
punched every time ammunition is purchased. 
The government will determine how much 
ammunition could be purchased. 

6) All ammunition dealers would be 
licensed and have to report sales and inventory 
periodically. This would allow authorities to 
winnow out dealers with a suspicious number 
of sales. 

PART 2 

1) A more sophisticated and effective 
extension of this program can be made by 
randomly chosing capital and small letters for a 
total of 52. This would give 19,770,609,664 
possible combinations (52 to the sixth power). 
This would make it impossible that there would 
be more than one person who would have 
bought ammunition with the same letters. 
Essentially the code on the bullet would 
identify the purchaser. 

2) . Every purchaser of ammunition would 
have to show his identification card and have 
the transaction recorded, including the code 
markings on the bullet. The salesperson would 
be required to send a report of the transaction 


and the code number of the box of ammunition 
to an FBI computer by mail, phone or computer 
modem. 

The information required by the proposed 
law would help police. Whenever a bullet was 
found the code number could be read off it to 
the FBI (or the bullet could be sent to the FBI 
which would determine the code of the bullet). 
The FBI would immediately tell the police who 
bought the bullet. This method would give 
police an immediate suspect no matter what 
other evidence might be lacking. This would 
markedly facilitate the police’s ability to find 
the culprit. 

Even if the ammunition was used in an 
unregistered gun the police would still know 
who purchased it. 

This would also deter purchasers of 
ammunition from giving or selling the ammuni- 
tion to others since they would be implicated in 
its illegal use. 

This system would also have a deterring 
effect. What individual would shoot at someone 
knowing his name was on the bullet? 

. Argument can be made that criminals 
" simply won’t register their guns. However, 
without registering at least one gun they would 
not have a gun registration card and couldn’t 
buy ammunition. 

Law abiding citizens would have no 
reason to fear registering their guns. In fact this 
might protect them if they were ever falsely 
accused. 

If a criminal wants to use an unregistered 
gun he would be unable to buy ammunition for 
it because he has no identification card for it. If 
he tries to use ammunition he bought for a 
registered gun in an unregistered gun the code 
letters on the bullet would still indicate he was 
the purchaser of the ammunition and was the 
culprit. 

In addition to the core provision 
described above other restrictions in a gun 
control law should include issuance of a search 
warrant of the home of anyone caught with an 
illegal gun or ammunition. 

The FBI computer would be set to draw 
attention to anyone purchasing an excessive 
amount of ammunition stymieing an ammuni- 
tion black market. The computer would also 
monitor the ammunition going to gun dealers to 
mark any doing excessive business. 

Canada and Mexico should be persuaded 
to use our system for a fee or set up one of their 
own. This would prevent a lot of ammunition 
smuggling. 

Editor’s note: Because Dr. Rubenstein’s 
proposal is so erroneous, so bizarre we decided 
not to comment. However, someone else did. 
Before going to press we emailed his article to 
many people and received many responses. 
Here one, and we’ll let her have her say: 


“The Second Amendment is an expression of total trust in the people." 

—Fob James, Governor of Alabama, Inaugural Address, January, 1995 


“I have been waiting for this to happen 
nationwide. It happened in NYC a long time 
ago when they banned handguns and later 
banned the ammunition. Possession of even the 
ammunition to a handgun requires a mandatory 
five year prison sentence. Bernard Goetz 
defended himself with an unregistered handgun 
against five “youths” armed with sharpened 
screwdrivers but since he had been attacked, 
and there was much furor from the public, no 
jury would convict him. The “powers that be” 
got him a one year sentence on illegal posses- 
sion of the ammunition. (Rubinstein 
propounds using a gun as a bludgeon. ..but 
more people are killed with bludgeons than 
firearms, Rubie!!!) 

I grew up in NYC and had to live with 
the public policies dictated by social maggots 
like Rubinstein. I know what happened when 
they enforced the Sullivan Law (passed in the 
1800s banning handguns) and gave normal 
law-abiding citizens 48 hours to turn in their 
handguns and avoid prosecution. My neigh- 
bors, hunters and gun collectors, turned in 
several paper garbage sacks filled with guns. 
They didn’t like it one bit. That was in 1963 or 
4. One week later a neighbor who lived a block 
away was asleep in bed on the second floor. An 
armed burglar climbed their rose trelljs, and 
entered the sleeping man’s bedroom through a 
window. The man woke up and drew his 
hidden (now illegal) handgun he kept under his 
pillow to defend himself. He shot the intruder, 
who fell out the window, rolled down the front 
porch roof-hitting the chain link fence below, 
breaking his back in the fall, but falling outside 
the fence onto the sidewalk. Bad luck for him, 
right? NO! He pressed charges against the man 
for assault with intent to kill, and sued him for 
damages! And won! The man went to prison for 
5 years. 

Let me go on record here and now by 
saying: NO WAY RUBIE. IT AIN’T GONNA 
HAPPEN. NOT IN MY LIFE TIME! 

I grew up in the war zone of New York 
City. Among other crimes, I was mugged seven 
times in less than a year, left for dead twice, 
nearly killed and left with permanent injuries 
and scars I carry for life.. .and had things done 
to me I wouldn’t mention here. 

So! You think you are going to pass 
legislation to ban MY ammo? I DON'T THINK 
SO! BUT COME ON IF YOU WANT A 
FIGHT. I’LL BRING SO MANY WOMEN IN 
MY SAME POSITION AND WOMEN WHO 
HAVE SINCE USED WEAPONS TO 
DEFEND THEMSELVES FROM ATTACKS 
YOU WON’T HAVE A PLACE TO HIDE. 
COME ON-MAKE MY DAY! 

You try to legislate something that stupid 
and I will go and present MY case. I will show 
my scars and show what happens when no self- 
defense is possible. I believe people like YOU 
caused people like me to have to suffer as crime 
victims for life and ruin any chance we have to 
recover. How dare you try to take my rights of 
self-preservation away from me. Who died and 


made you GOD? Remember, you have declared 
war on me and every law-abiding citizen in the 
country. I will choose the weapon of my 
choice-a locked and loaded sidearm. You use 
yours, empty, as a bludgeon. LET’S ROCK 
RUBIE! 

I suggest you take up another cause if you 
want to “Glory-Glory... ”

SCHOLARS DECRY 
MORE GUN CONTROL 

“A number of academics and law profes- 
sors from the country’s most prestigious 
colleges and universities are calling on 
members of Congress to scrap new legislation 
designed to impose new restrictive gun control 
measures,” wrote Jon E. Dougherty for World - 
NetDaily June 25, 1999. 

Professors from Harvard, Stanford and 
UCLA, some 290 in all, have joined Professor 
John Lott, author of More Guns, Less Crime , in 
petitioning Congress for no new gun laws. 

“The whole debate (over gun control) is 
missing out on the issues of deterrence , and 
while people talk about the benefit of these 
laws , you have to realize that they * re likely to 
have negative effects and bad consequences 
for peoples* safety. They [gun laws] impact 
adversely. ..they've always done that,** said 
Lott. 

“In their letter to Congress, the academics 
reasoned, ‘Few people would voluntarily put up 
a sign in front of their homes stating, “This 
home is a gun-free zone,” because the fact that 
would-be victims might be able to defend 
themselves deter attacks.’ 

“With 20,000 gun laws already on the 
books, we advise Congress , before enacting yet 
more laws, to investigate whether many of the 
existing laws may have contributed to the 
problems we currently face,” wrote the 
academics. 

Editor: dig out your Constitution, guys. 
Copy Art. 1 , Sec. 8 and send it to your repre- 
sentatives in Congress. Explain to them that 
Art. 1, Sec. 8 is their job description. Anything 
not listed therein is beyond their lawful power.

CALIFORNIA GUNMAKER 
FILES FOR BANKRUPTCY 

A California gunmaker targeted in 
lawsuits by cities seeking to recoup the costs of 
gun-related violence has filed for bankruptcy 
protection, raising concerns that other weapons 
manufacturers named in the lawsuits will 
follow the same path to escape big payouts, 
reported the AP June 25, 1999. 


The gunmaker in question is Davis 
Industries out of Chino, Calif. 

The report has alarmed attorneys who are 
representing cities in other suits. “It*s a no-win 
situation for everybody. The industry would 
basically be run by a bankruptcy judge and 
our suits would be put on hold until the 
industry is reorganized by the court,** said 
lawyer John Coale, who has sued gunmakers 
for New Orleans, Cincinnati, Cleveland and 
Newark, N.J. 

Jim Waldorf of Lorcin Engineering said, 
“I think what Davis is doing is probably a 
good idea. JVhen you have a multitude of 
things that have no merit on the evidence, it*s 
best for it to be decided in a federal arena 
rather than in several jurisdictions. ** 

Lorin also filed for bankruptcy protection 
after being hit with two dozen lawsuits. 

ANOTHER Y2K SURPRISE 

On January 1, 2000, SKS assault rifles 
(so called) will be illegal to own in California. 

A directive from the government, which 
in part says “To relinquish your rifle to your 
local law enforcement agencies , you must 
strictly adhere to the following guidelines ** has 
been airing on California radio stations warning 
that it will be illegal as of Jan. 1 to own any 
“assault rifle” which has a detachable 1 0-round 
clip. So much for ex post facto laws, which 
states are prohibited from enacting by Art. 1, 
Sect. 10, U.S. constitution. 

“THOUGHT CRIMES” 
COME TO CONNECTICUT 

Connecticut Governor John Rowland has 
signed a law allowing police to seize firearms 
from anyone who is believed to be considering 
a criminal act. It’s the first law of its kind in the 
U.S. 

Police still need a probable cause pretext 
before they can grab someone's guns. This 
includes threats of violence, cruelty to animals, 
and drug and alcohol abuse. 

Needless to say many gun owners in 
Connecticut are not happy about the new law.

YELLOW JOURNALISM AT 
NBC (AGAIN) 

Dear Mr. [Matt] Drudge, 

Howie Carr and the Howie Carr Show 
had an interesting experience with NBC’s 
Nightly News. 

NBC called us and asked if we would 
discuss the effect the Littleton shootings had 
on our listeners’ attitudes towards gun owner- 
ship. Lisa Myers had a piece scheduled and she 
wanted popular reaction footage to complete 
her piece. We agreed. In the first hour Howie 
asked the listeners how they were affected if at 
all. The NBC cameras rolled. We took 33 calls. 

Thirty of those who called said the effect 
of the shootings was to make them want to own 
a gun for protection and not tighten up gun 
laws. 

When the story aired on NBC Lisa Myers 
said that according to polls (which she never 
identified) and popular reaction on talk shows 
most people were in favor of stricter gun laws 
and were against gun ownership. She went on 
to play one of the three anti-gun phone calls 
from our show completely ignoring the 30 calls 
which did not agree with her premise. 

This manipulation and skewing of the 
actual poll results from our show has caused 
quite a stir among our listeners who heard the 
gun hour and then witnessed NBC’s blatant 


misrepresentation of the majority response. It 
has left much of our audience feeling mistrust- 
ful and angry with network news in general and 
NBC specifically. (By the way, this gun control 
feature led the news while China and the Cox 
report was buried 1 1 minutes into the 
broadcast.)

ALL FBI AGENTS WILL 
BE ON DUTY COME Y2K 

From December 15th through 
mid-January, 2000 all FBI agents’ leave, 
including that already approved, will be 
canceled, WorldNetDaily revealed. Although 
the FBI did not make any official statements to 
the press, two agents, wishing to remain 
anonymous, told WorldNetDaily about a memo 
advising agents that if they want a vacation to 
take it now.

Several meetings have taken place in Dew, 
Texas between the FBI and the militia. The 
Missouri 51st Militia has also met with the FBI 
on several occasions. 

“They are our FBI. We needed to get a 
face on them, ” said Ray Smith, a commander 
with the Texas Freedom Fighters. 

Not all militias are enthusiastic about the 
FBI’s “let’s be buddies” policy. Memories of 
Ruby Ridge and Waco are still fresh. To date 
only one FBI agent — the notorious killer Lon 
Horiuchi — has been charged in those crimes. 

What many militia groups have made 
clear to the FBI is that the militias are in no 
way associated with hate groups.' “Christian 
• Identity groups , Ku Klux Klan, Nazi groups , 
they claim to be a militia. The media gets a 


hold on it, and that group is a militia. Once 
you break the law , you are no longer militia. 
We don’t like Americans killing Americans 
said Smith.

A LAWYER’S VIEW OF THE 
JUSTICE SYSTEM

Contrary to popular notion and to egotis- 
tical belief among judges (particularly federal 
judges), getting elected or appointed, taking the 
oath of office and donning a judicial robe is not 
the equivalent of pouring legal knowledge into 
the judicial head. 

Corruption, in all its many forms, is a 
fact of life. There are many ways to ascend to 
the bench, not the least uncommon of which is 


for the judge to buy the office. These range 
from political influence, powerful friends in the 
state capitol or national government, to public 
apathy and correspondingly little or no opposi- 
tion to his or her investment, that latter situa- 
tion being endemic throughout the country. 

Too frequently the best, most able, most 
successful lawyer disdains to sacrifice himself 
on the bench, so the mediocre lawyer fills in, 
enjoying the comfort and security of public 
employment and entrenched incumbency. Lack 
of competition provides little incentive to study 
and many judges never crack a book, prefer- 
ring to order all parties to file briefs while 
taking cases under advisement. Judicial 
opinions containing extensive verbatim recita- 
tions from the brief of the prevailing side are 
the rule, and most of these, again particularly in 
the federal system (which has ample taxpayer 
money for such purposes) are actually written 
by law cierks or secretaries, not by judges. 

Sadly, there are more disquieting realities 
about judges that need some public daylight on 
them. Just as all judges are not intellectually 
and educationally equal, the proportion of 
judges who are dishonest, who are on the take, 
who harbor prejudices against parties or 
counsel, is far greater than the lay public 
realizes. (The classic example of Catch 22 is a 
community in West Texas which got rid of an 
illiterate district judge only to have the gover- 
nor appoint the town drunk to succeed him.) 

Corruption is rampant in courts at every 
level throughout the country. It is equally 
rampant among prosecutors and law enforce- 
ment people. You cannot write a realistic law 
story without taking this into account. The 
primary corrupting influence is the drug 
business. As A1 Capone bought the justice 
system in Cook County, Illinois, back in the 
1920s, the dope interests own contemporary 
justice. (They have more money than A1 did, 
even accounting for inflation.) 

Only the little guy, the so-called “mule,” 
ever sees the inside of a cell. Of the many I 
have defended there has not been a single one 
who did not tell me, in strict and privileged 
confidence, that when arrested he had at least 
twice the quantity he was charged with possess- 
ing (the rest got new owners). 

Realistically — and realism is the 
lifeblood of an Analog story — there is a world 
of difference between what the law is and what 
finally emerges from the system. 

If drama is your bag and you really like 
your protagonist squirming, just inject a little 
reality into the mix. There is no greater shock 
that to find that even with both law and the 
facts in your favor your constitutional rights are 
worthless because you can’t get the crooked 
regime to enforce them. Who knows, you might 
even do society some good with such a story...

WASHINGTON - “Prospective gun 
owners should be required to pass state- 
sanctioned proficiency tests before getting 
weapons,” Attorney General Janet Reno said 
Thursday. “I don't think anybody should have 
a weapon unless they demonstrate a profi- 
ciency to use it .” The NRA, however, doesn’t 
support making training mandatory. “The 
attorney general ought to spend as much time 
enforcing the law as she does cooking up 
more rules for law-abiding gun owners , " said 
James Baker, NRA chief lobbyist. “What does 
she want to do next , tattoo every gun owner?"
